THE BASIS OF LABOR A HI SFS 


Senator Karl Mundt, who is a member of the McClellan 
Committee investigating labor racketeering, has come up 
with an important discussion of what is needed in the field 
of labor legislation. On the basis of clearly established facts, 
he says, there is an urgent need for laws to protect the 
dues paid by the members; to strengthen democratic proce­ 
dures and processes within the unions; to bar gangster 
control of the unions; to keep union funds out of politics, 
and to deal with the “pernicious problem” of secondary boy­ 
cotts” . . wherein unions bv remote control seek to paralyze 
and stalemate the economic activities of a community or a 
company far removed from the scene of labor strife and en­ 
tirely outside of the disputed conditions.” 
Then Senator Mundt deals with what he considers the ba­ 
sis of labor abuses. It is compulsory unionism— the closed 
shop or union shop, under which a man has the choice of 
joining and paying dues, whether or not he wants to, or 
starve. 
The Senator quotes Samuel Gompers, the father of mod­ 
em American unionism, as saying: “ No lasting gain has 
ever come from compulsion. If we seek to force, we tear 
apart that which, united, is invincible.” He then adds: “Once 
men are compelled to join a union in order to hold a job to 
earn the money to support their families, the union leader 
is automatically relieved of the necessity of serving the in­ 
terests of his members or selling them on the desirability 
of trade unionism . . Union chieftains can concentrate on 
perpetuating themselves in office and serving their own 
selfish interests rather than constantly being under pres­ 
sure to do something useful for the d lies-paying members 
in order to attract and hold the membership . . ” 
In sum, the biggest immediate need is for the right-to- 
work law— which puts unionism on a purely free and vol­ 
untary basis.

“Trees should be taken down when the needles start to 
fall, even if the holidays are not over. And they should b. 
disposed of out-of-doors, in fire-safe areas. 
“Never attempt to bum an old Christmas tree in a fire­ 
place, furnace or stove— they burn with almost explosive 
violence and the fire is most iikely to get out of control.’’ 
To help prevent Christmas tree fires, the Council offers 
six simple precautions: 
1. Buy a fresh tree and keep it in a cold place until you 
are reaav to put it up.

Place the base in 
a water-containing holder and keep the holder filled with 
water while the tree is up.

4. Too many light circuits on one outlet may overload 
house wiring and blow a fuse.

5. Be sure ends of metallic ieiles or other decorations do 
not dangle into light sockets where they can cause a short 
circuit and flash fire.

INSIDE LABOR

ATLANTIC CITY 
- Larceny is 
the one trade over which the na­ 
tion’s labor chiefs say they have 
no 
exclusive 
jurisdiction. 
The 
corps of embattled honest union 
leaders, their crusade a bit weath­ 
er-beaten under public exposure 
plan loudly and frequently to ask 
what about the crooks in business

Most of this unreported irrita­ 
tion has been aimed at U.S. Sec­ 
retary of Labor Jim Mitchell since 
he spoke here last Friday.

There are copies of a document 
in the pockets of some of the pol­

Senator Karl Mundt, who is a member of the McClellan 
Committee investigating labor racketeering, has come up 
with an important discussion of what is needed iii the field 
of labor legislation. On the basis of clearly established facts, 
he says, there is an urgent need for laws to protect the 
dues paid by the members; to strengthen democratic proce­ 
dures and processes within the unions; to bar gangster 
control of the unions; to keep union funds out of politics, 
and to deal with the “ pernicious problem” of secondary boy­ 
cotts” . . w herein unions by remote control seek to paralyze 
and stalemate the economic activities of a community or a 
company far removed from the scene of labor strife and en­ 
tirely outside of the disputed conditions.” 
Then Senator Mundt deals with what he considers the ba­ 
sis of labor abuses. It is compulsory unionism— the closed 
shop or union shop, under which a man has the choice of 
joining and paving dues, whether or not he wants to, or 
starve. 
The Senator quotes Samuel Gompers, the father of mod­ 
em American unionism, as saying: “ No lasting gain has 
ever come from compulsion, lf we seek to force, we tear 
apart that which, united, is invincible.” He then adds: “ Once 
men are compelled to join a union in order to hold a job to 
earn the money to support their families, the union leader 
is automatically relieved of the necessity of serving the in­ 
terests of his members or selling them on the desirability 
of trade unionism . . Union chieftains can concentrate on 
perpetuating themselves in office and serving their own 
selfish interests rather than constantly being under pres­ 
sure to do something useful for the dues-paying members 
in order to attract and hold the membership . . ” 
In sum, the biggest immediate need is for the right-to- 
work law— which puts unionism on a purely free and vol­ 
untary basis.

Don’t get burned up at Christ mas! 
You can, easily, if you are careless with the yule log and 
the Christmas tree. 
“The Christmas tree is one of the most combustible ob­ 
jects known,” the National Safety Council said. 
“ Christmas tree*, filled with natural pitch and resin, can 
burn so quickly it is almost impossible to extinguish the 
flames by ordinary methods. 
“Trees should be taken down when the needles start to 
fall, even if the holidays are not over. And they 
should b* 
disposed of out-of-doors, in fire-safe areas. 
“ Never attempt to bum an old Christmas tree in a fire­ 
place, furnace or stove— they burn with almost explosive 
violence and the fire is most likely to get out of control.” 
To help prevent Christmas tree fires, the Council offers 
aix simple precautions: 
1. Buy a fresh tree and keep it in a cold place until you 
are ready to put it up. Before setting up the tree, saw off, 
diagonally, at least an inch of the trunk. Place the base in 
a water-containing holder and keep the holder filled with 
water while the tree is up. 
2. Locate the tree well away from fireplaces, radiators. 
Television sets, powerful electric lights and other sources of 
heat. 
3. Use only electric lights, and be sure they bear the Un­ 
derwriter’* Laberatories label. Check wires for defects and 
loose sockets before putting on tree. 
4. Too many light circuits on one outlet may overload 
house wiring and blow a fuse. Reduce the load if this hap­ 
pen*, or connect part to another circuit outlet. Never in­ 
crease the size of the fuse, or substitute a penny for a blown 
fuse. 
5. Be sure ends of metallic ieiles or other decorations do 
not dangle into light sockets where they can cause a short 
circuit and flash fire. 
6. Do not operate electric train* or other electrical toys, 
which may spark, under the tree.

They art un­ 
able to carry thru an action which 
they know is necessary, Carrying 
a message to Garcia wag glorified 
because it was such a rare oc­ 
casion for people to exercise de­ 
termination enough to perform an 
act where there was discomfort 
or disinclination to be overcome. 
When we consider deeds

We 
must study carefully the basic 
nature of the problem before we

However our enemies nave put 
a strong obstacle in the way of 
our study lug our problems* For 
study often requires cooperative 
etfort. Two heads are better than 
one, 
if they work jointly. 
But 
our enemies have succeeded rn 
giving most of us swelled heads. 
They have talked us into the idea 
that we are too good lo coooe» ate 
with just anybody. We must only 
cooperate with people with pedi­

For our enemies know that by 
d riding us they weaken us. And 
v hat better wfay to divide people 
than by sowing snobbery among 
them?
